we must w’ait for terms to expire 
before appointments can be made. 
“If bureaus and boards are consoli­ 
dated or abolished there will not 
be so many places to fill, so before

mak ing my appointments I will wait the Red 
to see how many places there will 
be to giv e out.” 
Mr. Park said economy is neces­ 
sary in Missouri as nev er before.

ing of hogs without benefitting the 
producer.” 
Hunter was the first spok esman 
for the pack ing industry to testify 
on the relief plan presented by or­ 
ganized farm groups. 
Already rep­ 
resentativ es of the milling and tex 
tile 
industries 
hav e 
opposed 
the 
plan which would pay a benefit to 
producers of 
wheat 
and 
cotton 
phases of the plan which calls for 
an adjustment fund to be raised 
through processing taxes. 
“I v iew the entire proposition as 
an exorbitant tax on food,” Hunter 
I said. 
“The theory that these pro­ 
cessing charges can be passed on 
the consumer 
is 
economically 
unsound. 
“Under the present state of the 
public’s purchasing 
power 
prices 
can not be increased. 
Either the 
processor will lower prices on liv e 
bogs 
or 
tak en 
the

himself: 
he can not pass it to the consumer 
on this mark et. 
It would driv e the 
public to other forms of meat. 
“It would cost the pack ing in­ 
dustry $300,000,000, or the amount

THE LITERARY M OUNTAINS 


It was not so very lpng ago that Lon­ 
don was the literary center of the uni­ 
verse. 
The great publishing houses were 
there! the greatest accolade an Ameri­ 
can writer could 
receive 
was 
acclaim 
from the English critics. 
As a result, 
American literature took to aping its for­ 
eign cousin, and for a while the “ fashion­ 
able” American authors were more Eng­ 
lish than the English. 
All that has changed. England saill has 
her 
great 
literature— but 
the 
iiighest 
literary mountains are to be found in this 
country. 
The American book publisher 
leads the world— not merely in the pro­ 
motion of sales, but in bringing before an 
audience new talents, new ideas, new and 
vital experiments. 
Much of this he does 
without hope of gain, knowing from ex­ 
perience that deficits are almost inevitab­ 
ly the result of adventuring of this kind. 
We need not, however, feel sorry for 
the American publisher because of that. 
He lias earned a very definite reward. It 
is to the presses of America that much of 
the world now looks for pungent volumes 
of criticism and political philosophy; for 
the greatest biographies; for the most im­ 
portant fiction. 
America has produced a 
native literature 
and 
in 
it are names 
which are almost as familiar in Paris and 
Vienna and Leningrad and Cracow, as in 
San Francisco and New Orleans and Sauk 
Center. 
It is a literature which, because 
it is fundamentally native to a land, is re­ 
ally international in spirit. 
And the better 
American 
publishers 
who have given so much of time, eiiort 
and hard-earned money to aiding that de­ 
velopment, when more profitable, if less 
commendable, enterprises beckoned, de­ 
serve more of the credit than they gener­ 
ally receive.
